A graduated rate to cover the other 
zones would increase to 12 cents a 
pound "In'the 'e'igth' zone, 'covering 
points more than 1.800 miles apart.

Prices being paid farmers and cotton 
planters 
throughout 
the 
United 


States averaged 1-10 of 1 per cent less 
on Aug. 1 last than a year ago, ac- 
cording to the department of agricult- 
ure. This average was based on crops 
representing more than three-fourths 
of the total crop value of the country. 
A month earlier the prices paid pro- 
ducers were 17.5 per cent higher than 
on July 1. 1911.

of Chicago, who

"Why High-Prlced Meats Are a Boon 
In Disguise." 


"Tho eating of flesh foods produces 


a Quarrelsome disposition and quar- 
relsome people are those who most 
often get into tho divorce court," said 
the doctor. "There are mineral pois- 
ons In meat and they sour a disposi- 
tion. I welcome the Increasing prices 
of meat. 
"As,tho buying of meat, declines," 


continued tho doctor, "a milder and a 
gentler race will come, and our di- 
vorce courts will not be overworked. 
Tho people will graduate from the 
animal kingdom with its barks 
and 


snarls." 
Dr. Kress declared that 
divorces 


are increasing two and one-half times 
as fast as the population of the coun- 
try."In the year 1904 
every twelfth 


marriage ended in a divorce suit," he 
said. 
"Today one in every ten goes

Good—Burglar 
Leaves Trail ol 


Blood Through Town. 


The burglar alarm in the Bulla- 


more store In the village of Somers 
was called into service at an early 
hour Saturday morning, and as a re- 
sult history repeated Itself and a 
would-be burglar who had- entered 
the store is no trailing somewhere 
over the country bearing with him 
the'~ mark of wounds inflicted by a 
shot gun in the hands of Albert Bull- 
amore and tho officials believe that 
the man will be captured within a. 
few hours. 
Bullamore's aim was 


good, but it was not good enough to 
put an effective stop to the escape of 
the burglar. 
However, he left a 


trail of blood and a loaded revolver 
behind him. 
The attempted burglary took place 


just before 1 o'clock Saturday morn- 
Ing. The burglar had made entrance 
to the store by use of a skeleton key 
and just as soon as he started to walk 
behind the counter he touched a bur- 
glar alarm and awakened the village. 
The people of the village had heard 
a similar call to arms a year ago and 
they had good "reason to believe that 
something would be doing as on tho 
former occasion one of the members 
of the Bullamore family winged a 
fleeing burglar 
and he 
was after- 


ward captured 
in 
Milwaukee and 


brought back to Kenosha. and sen- 
tenced to a term in prison. 
He is 


still in prison. 
Before the man who 


had entered the store discovered that 
the burglar alarm, which is located 
at the homer-of'the men connected 
with the stores, bad been sounded the 
store was 
surrounded and he was 


caught In a net. 


The men who had come to the aid 


of the storekeepers made an outcry, 
and the burglar, seeing his critical 
situation, determined to make a. dash 
for liberty. 
He 
chose the 
north 


door of the store and managed to get 
out of the door and some feet from 
the store 
before 
Albert Bullamore 


trained his shot In that direction. 


Bullamore caught sight of the fel- 


low as he was making his getaway, 
and let go with the shot gun. 
Tho 


man dropped and rolled over and over 
on the grass, but he managed to get 
out of sight and a minute later a 
freight train pulled through the sta- 
tion and it is thought that the man 
managed to get aboard the train. 


Before the smoke of the shooting 


had cleared away Sheriff Stahl was 
aroused and he hurried to Somers in 
an automobile and with a posse of 
people of the village made a search of 
the surrounding country. The search 
continued all night, but no trace of 
the 
wounded man could 
be found. 


The revcolver which he had carried 
was turned over the sheriff and as the 
trail of the man stopped at the rail- 
way tracks it is thought certain that 
the man managed to catch the pass- 
ing freight train. On the former oc- 
casion the wounded burgler escaped 
to Milwaukee and was captured there. 


Bullamore was unable to give any- 


thing like an accurate description of 
the man as the night was dark and 
he had to take a hit or miss shot at 
him. 
The burglary caused great ex- 


citement In the village. 


The burglar alarm at the Bulla 


more store has been about the most 
successful thing of the kind ever in- 
stalled. 
The store is located near 


the railway tracks and it seems to 
have been marked by tramps for 
burglary. 
On one occasion the man 


got away, but on two other occasions 
the alarm 
aided materially in the 


capture of the burglars. 


Sheriff Stahl Saturday morning sent 


messages to police departments In 
Chicago and Milwaukee and to all 
cities along the line asking that an 
effort be made to arrest thfi wounded 
burglar. 
An investigation revealed

ing Bros., Meets Death 
Saturday Night— Body Is

The mystery surrounding the death 


of John Beck, Muskegon, Mioh., SC 
yer.'.r? old, a diver employed by Greil- 
n;,- Ercs., who have the contract for 
buif'.i-ng tho breakwater off the ]iarl>or 
piflra, was probed Sunday fti-.d today, 
•jy the police department and Coroner 
Jonas Hoyle. Charles Beck, a broth- 
er of the dead man, also of Muskoson, 
was lif-:J at the county jail pending rto 
examination. The two brothers en- 
gaged in a fierce fight and because of 
the conflicting stories told by Charles, 
foul play was at first susptvctrd, but 
Lhe conclusion reached was that John 
accidentally fell into Root river ;i»rl 
was drowned. 
For two or three years the dead 


man had been engaged by the Groil- 
Ing Bros., as a diver and has been 
with them here during the past sea- 
son. 
One week ago 
today 
Charles 


Beck, the brother, came from Michi- 
gan and he was also hired by Greilin? 
Bros., and with his brother, 
John, 


roomed at the boarding house of Eil~ 
ward Coaty, corner of North Wiscon- 
sin and Hamilton streets. 


Between 12 and 1 -o'clock Saturday 


night, O. G. Dahlke, 762 Third street, 
was crossing the Main street bridge. 
Suddenly he heard a loud splash In 
the river, west of the bridge and at 
the same time the cry of a person in 
distress. 
Without delay he ran to the 


bridge hous-i and notified Bridge Tend- 
ers Charles Hammer and Johnson, and 
they started in the direction of the 
place where the splash and cry were 
he;.rd and discovered a hat and cap 
flirting on the water. With a. p:Ue- 
pclt Mr. Hammer made an effort to 
find the body, but without success. 


In the meantime August 
Glllund, 


night watchman for the Chicago, Ra- 
cine and Milwaukee Transportation 
company, had heard the splash In the 
water and started for tr.r; bridge bouso 
and he suld that

Why Milk Sours in Thunderstorm— 


It hns often been observed that some 
foods, such as milk, meat and soup, 
gn bad when there is a thunder storm. 
This has gonorally been attributed to 
the electricity causing an extra supply 
of ozone in the air, but experiments 
conduoted recently by Prof, Trillat In 
Franco do not confirm this 
theory. 


Prof. Trillat has proved that infinitesi- 
mal traces of tho gases of putrescence 
cruise lactic ferments to progress with 
great rapidity. It is known that at- 
mospheric depressions cause tho pases 
lying in the earth and in all other ob- 
jects to come to the surface. 
This is 


what makes odors more 
perceptible 


after a storm. From this it was a na- 
tural deduction thnt atmospheric de- 
pression accelerated decay by liberat- 
ing the gases in milk or other perish- 
able foods. 
Prof. Trillat made many 


experiments with substances under 
varying degree of atmospheric pres- 
sure rind proved that the lower the. 
barometer the moro rapid the decay.

Diseases in the Drinking Cup—In

Cornmeal—Cornmeal porridge and 


milk is a nourishing and altogether a 
wholesome 
food, 
if the liability 
to 


swallow it without much mastication 
bo avoided, especially when there is a 
tendency to constipation.

ridge should be made thick, boiled 
for ten minutes In a double boiler 
and finished by four or five hours in 
the rireless cooker when it should be 
solid.

made In this way,. which if cooked 


may he added during the cooking if 
necessary, but, If the prunes be kept 
covered, tho liquid will not evaporate 
quickly. 
Thus cooked both prunes 


and juice will be very sweet and su- 
gar is unnecessary. 


German Pancakes—One quart of 


sour milk, two level teaspoonfuls of 
soda, two well-beaten esgs, half a 
teaspoonful of salt one tablospoonful 
or melted butter, enough flour to make 
a smooth batter. It, should not bo too 
thick. Beat hard five minutes. Bake 
in large pancakes, spread with butter 
and then with cherry butter or mar- 
malade or with peach 
marmalade. 


Sprinkle with powdered sugar and 
roll up like jelly roll. Serve hot. (The 
Germans always crack a few cherry 
or peach pits and add them to their 
marmalade to give It the bitter al- 
mond flavor.)

When polishing the stove add a lit- 


tle sugar or syrup to polish and it will 
not burn off so quickly. 


To polish aluminum make a mix- 


ture of borax, ammonia and water. 
Apply with a soft cloth. 


A spoonful of flour added to tho 


grease In which eggs are to be fried 
will prevent them from sticking or 
breaTdng. 
For those having asparagus ferns 


that do not seem to grow, try putting 
a spoonful of castor oil around the 
roots and notice the change in about 
six weeks. 


If half a bottle of olives has been 


used and you wish to keep tho rest, 
add a pinch of salt to the brine, pour 
a teaspoonfUl of olive oil into the li- 
quid and replace the cork.

Put a good sized lump of salt into 


a cup of vinegar and put into the ves- 
sel that Is discolored and let it stand 
for half a day. Wash well with warm 
water 
and soap and sediment will 


como easily. 
When using a bottle of glue the 


stopper may bo prevented from stick- 
ing by rubbing a. fresh one with a lit- 
tle lard or grease of some kind and 
using that in place of tho old, sticky 
one. 


If the kitchen utensils in the heav- 


ier granltewaro are placed in a largo 
receptacle and boiled in soda wa^er 
for five or ten minutes once or twice a 
week it will remove every particle of 
greaso from within and without and 
keep them sweet and wholesome. 


If the dry staples used daily in tho

While 
it was well the once absolute power 
ot a party committee might be broken, 
yet In the breaking another form of 
pcrty authority has arisen which; hid- 
den behind the intricacies and work- 
ing of primacy laws, in fact stronger 
controls than with the old party sys- 
tem.

Many shooting stars August 10th to 13th.

THE AUGUST SHOOTING STARS. 
'From August 10 to August 13 the

bluish, very swiftly moving shfibting 
stars dart outward in all directions

The path of the moon among 
the. stars Is at presen.1 changing so 
little and the occultation was so 
nearly a central one that it will b,v 
repeated each time that the moon 
in Its monthly course reaches tuis 
part of the sky during August, Sep- 
tember and October.

play is unusually favorable this year 
because the new moon occurs on Au- 
gust 12, and therefore throughout nil 
of the four nights the sky will be 
dark. As the hours of the night go 
on, rhe radiant rises higher and 
higher in the sky, the most favorabls 
hours of all for observation being 
between 1 o'clock and gunrisa, though 
occasional stars may be seen at all 
hours of.the night. 


These shooting stars are caused by., 


the collision of the earth with an 
Immense *gwarm of little particles 
which are following tbe same path 
about the sun as the third comet of 
18G2, and are very probably the re- 
mains of this comet, which has been 
torn apart and stretched out along 
its path by the tidal action of tho 
sun. 
As each dark and cold little 


particle of the swarm ploughs through 
tho air of our swiftly moving earth 


see the moon apparently rising in 
the sky, owing to our displacement 
on tho earth, and' in time it would 
bo seen to hide the star from view. 
On the mcJ-ning of August 7 the 
moon will similarly pass srniareiy 
over the Pleiades as viewed from 
tbe southern hemisphere, but as seen 
from the northern latitudes it will 
appear to pass- below them. 


When any gtar is thus lildden by 


the moving moon it almost always 
disappears Instantaneously; it -soes 
out as suddenly as a flash of light- 
ning; there la no hanging on the 
edge of the mopn and no gradual 
fading away. Even when the .phe- 
nomenon is photographed by an ap- 
paratus containing n revolving, very 
sensitive, 
photographic 
plate, 
no 


gradual fading can be detected. The 
star shines out in full brlghCiess un- 
til the body of the moon actually 
hides it from view." This shows us 


clearly that the moon has no atmos- 
phere, or, at most, an inconceivably 
rare one, for had our satellite an 
atmosphere only one two-thousandth 
part as dense as" our own, there would 
be a distinct lingering and fading 
away of stars on its advancing edge. 


A phenomenon of even more inter- 


est is the occultation of a star by a 
planet. This has been several times 
observed, but owing to the very 
much 
smaller apparent 
sizes of 


tho planets and their far slower mo- 
tions, it is witnessed far less fre- 
quently, especially as all of our plan- 
ets are so bright that the faint stars 
seem to disappear as the planet draws 
near them. The last observation of 
this nature to be reported was an 
occultation on the 13th of last Au- 
gust of a seventh magnitude star by 
the planet Jupiter, of which several 
observations and several photographs 
were taken. In this case the bright- 
ness of the star diminished as It 
drew near the edge of the planet, but 
what Is of especial interest is that 
when apparently touching the edge 
it disappeared instantly, probably be- 
cause its light suddenly became hid- 
den by an impenetrable cloud of 
vapor. Usually the Disappearance is 
gradual, the star "hanging on the 
limb," as astronomers say, until fin- 
ally the interposed vapors i-ecpmc so 
dense that it is no longer fisible. 


THE PLANETS IN AUGUST. 
Mercury, which reached Its great- 


est distance east of the sun on July 
2-1, rims rapidly westward through- 
out the monih, passing the sun and 
entering tho morning sky on August 
22, but not reaching western elonga- 
tion until September 7. It may be 
s7oen with difficulty low in the north- 
west just after sunset, toward the 
beginning of the month, and in the 
morning sky In the northeast toward 
the end o£ the month just before 
sunrise. 


Venus is also too near the sun to 


he easily observed. 
It sets hi the 


northwest only 32 minutes after sun- 
set on August 1, but this time is in- 
creased to 50 minutes by August 31, 
when it raay be detected shluing out 
in the northwest, very near the 
ground, just after sunset. 


Mars, though continuing its rapid 


eastward motion across Leo and Into 
Virgo, is being so rapidly overtaken 
by the sun that it flas now moved 
just 
beyond the borders of our 


monthly may. On August 27 It will 
pass very close to the bright yellow- 
ish stn» Beta Virginis. 
If the ob- 


server will turn due west at about 
eight o'clock on this evening he will 
see those two bright objects only a 
short way above the ground and so 
near together that they «m be dis- 
tinguished only with difficulty with 
the naked eye. 
In a pair of opera 


glasses or In a small telescope, how- 
ever, they will form an interesting 
figure, the brighter and far redder 
Mars lying a very little distance to 
the south of the yellow star. 


Jupiter will at once attr-act atten 


tlon, as It shines out so brightly, a 
little toward tho west of the south 
point, near the center of the striking 
summer constellation of the Scor- 
pion. It is still in excellent position 
for observation, and with its bright 
moons and ils banded surface is a 
magnificent sight. 
Sauim rrmy be seen well up from 


the ground in the east, almost ex- 
actly" midway between the beautiful 
groups of the Ilyades and the Plola- 
des at 1 o'clock in the morning. The 
r'rigs are now well widened out and 
the planet presents a beautiful sight 
In. a small telescope. This part of 
the morning sky is now so attractive 
and will so well repay observation on 
account of tho presence of Saturn, 
the occurrence of'the August meteors 
and the close passage of tho moon to 
the Pleiades, on the night of August 
C that wo add this month a chart 
of It (Fig. 2). 


Uranus Is moving slowly west and 


south in the

THE APRIL. ECLIPSE OF THE 


1 SUN. 


It may be remembered that on tho 


17th of last April there occurred a 
most cuHous and interesting eclipse 
ot the sun. 
This was remarkabl« 


from the 'act that while our satcllitt 
was jjasair.g between the sou and the 


earth it was at such a distance 'from 
us that its great, conical shadow was 
almost long enough, to reach the sur- 
face of the tur.'iing earth itself. It . 
was prcdicled that when the shadow 
first struck the earth In northern 
South America, its extreme apex, ow- 
ing to the distance away of the moon 
at that Instant, would not quite reach 
the earth's surface. Consequently, no 
part of the earth would then lie with- 
in the shadow, and from no place 
would tha sun be seen to be entirely 
hidden. 
Observers in the path ot 


the produced conical shadow would 
then see the round, black ball of tha 
moon lying entirely upon the bright 
disc of tho sun, but entirely around 
its edge a very brilliant ring of sun- 
light would shine dut. 


As the shadow swept across the 


Atlantic ocean and then through 
Central Europe and into Siberia, it 
was predicted that only for the thort 
time while it was passing through 
the northwest corner of Portugal aod 
Spain would the moon be so near us 
that the extreme point of the shadow- 
would fall within its surface. Hcncs 
only such observers as were wit.liiu 
one very narrow little strip in this 
part of th? earth would sec tho sut 
completely hidden, and even there, 
the greatest dur'atfon of the total

ond. 


This was the prediction issued from 


Washington bv our American Nau- 
tical Almanac. Now, the motion of ; 
tbe moon about the earth Is of a ; 
wonderfully intricate character; to 
allow for the effect of the almost in- 
numerable disturbing pulls upon our 
satellite and to predict its exact po- 
sition among the stars and its exact 
distances from the earth at any timo 
requires the most advanced methods 
of mathematical analysis which we 
at present possess. If the reader will 
consider how delicately adjusted the 
earth, moon and sun were at this 
time, and how very slight a ch;inga 
in the computed position of the moon 
would alter the path traced out on 
the earth -by the extreme apex of its' 
shadow, 2-10,000 miles long, he can 
readily understand why the predlc-' 
tions contained in the almanacs, of 
the different countries were In con- 
siderable disagreement. 
The posi- 


tion of tbe narrow path swept out 
upon the earth by tho shadow,- as 
predicted by the French authorities, 
'was two miles south of that assigned, 
by the American astronomers; on 
the other hand, the predicted posi- 
tion of the British aad German Nau- 
tical Almanacs was two miles far-: 
thcr north than ours. I}ut when the- 
timo of the eclipse arrived it was 
peen that the shadow followed wlUii 
almost perfect accuracy the Auicr-: 
ican line—a striking evidence of tn«'. 
extraordinary perfection and accn-; 
racy of modern mathematical aa-' 
tronomy and a tribute to the effi- 
ciency of tbe directors of our own 
Nautical Almanac.
